TE. Jodrell Bank plant is 
portly. constructed of War 
Office salvage. Its most impres- 
sive-looking ‘part is a bowl- 
shaped mirror 200 feet In dla- 
meter, into which is directed 
an intermittent ‘radio beam, 
reflected from it to the desired 
part of the sky. As. they rush 
through the upper atmosphere, 
moteors electrify the alr mole- 
cules: in other words, they 
leave behind them a trail of 
those minute “parcels of elec- 
tricity” called electrons. 

It is in search of these clec- 
tron -trajls that the radar beam 
sweeps the sky. Just as un 
acroplane coming Into the beam

Boat Race 


London, Mar. 29.—Cam- 
bridge won a memorable 
boat race officially by a 
quarter of a length over Ox- 
ford, but statisticians have 
made it an even closer finish 
on figures. : 

‘Cambridge won by less than 
a second after a gruelling race 
over four and a quarter miles. 
They tool 1,137 secénds to 
cover the distance, and their 
superiority over Oxford on 
each stroke was only one-third 
of an inch. : 

With each stroke carrying tho 
boat approximately 36 fect. tha 
crews struck an averago rate of 
623-1/3 strokes for the whola 
race at a stroke about every 
two seconds, .
